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REPORT. 


In  submitting  to  the  public  our  Annual  Report  for  the 
thirty-second  year  it  will  hardly  be  expected  that  we 
should  say  anything  new. 

The  Home  continues  to  do  its  work  faithfully,  and  that 
work  has  been  so  often  fully  described  in  former  reports, 
that  it  seems  hardly  necessary  to  repeat  the  old  story  now. 
The  past  year  has  been,  upon  the  whole,  a  prosperous  one  ; 
whooping  cough  and  measles  have  both  appeared  in  the 
Home,  but  with  the  exception  of  some  twenty  cases  of 
these  disorders,  the  health  of  the  inmates  has  been  excellent. 

According  to  the  Treasurer’s  Report  the  financial  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Home,  at  the  close  of  the  3mar,  is  encouraging  ; 
and  owing  to  the  legacies  that  have  been  received  without 
restrictions,  we  shall  begin  the  new  year  free  from  debt. 
It  is  our  earnest  wish,  however,  as  has  been  often  stated, 
to  add  all  legacies  to  our  permanent  fund,  but  at  present 
we  are  by  no  means  able  to  do  this.  The  Infant  Depart¬ 
ment  is  necessarily  quite  expensive,  and  a  much  larger  sum 
than  usual,  on  account  of  sickness  in  the  Home,  has  been 
spent  for  board  in  families. 

The  amount  of  our  subscriptions  and  donations  has 
fallen  off  very  materially.  We  have  received  for  the  past 
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year  some  $500  less  than  in  1877,  and  $2,000  less  than 
was  received  in  1875.  One  reason,  perhaps,  for  this,  aside 
from  the  “hard  times/5  is  a  feeling  in  the  community  that 
the  Home  is  sufficiently  endowed  to  meet  its  ordinary 
needs.  This  is  far  from  being  the  truth.  We  must  remind 
our  friends  that  the  annual  expenses  of  the  Home  still 
exceed  the  current  receipts  by  more  than  two  thousand 
dollars.  To  take  the  place  of  those  friends  who  have 
passed  away,  or  who  are  compelled  by  their  straitened 
means  to  refuse  us  aid,  we  need  today  a  large  number  of 
annual  subscribers  in  order  that  we  may  go  on  and  do 
successfully  the  work  that  is  expected  of  us. 

Our  hearty  thanks  are  due  to  those  friends  who  have 
remembered  the  needs  of  the  Home  when  they  have  had 
clothing  of  any  kind  to  give  away.  Such  donations  are  of 
great  value  to  us,  and  are  always  most  gratefully  received.

A  few  of  our  cases  may  be  of  interest,  and  serve  to  show 
the  kind  of  help  the  Home  is  able  to  give  to  destitute 
children.  An  army  officer  brought  to  the  Home  two  little 
children  who  had  been  left  utterly  destitute,  their  parents 
having  both  died  of  yellow  fever  at  Hew  Orleans.  The 
eldest  was  soon  well  adopted,  but  the  youngest,  who  was 
not  well  when  she  came  to  us,  was  ill  for  some  months. 
When  she  became  better,  a  clergyman  from  a  neighboring 
State  adopted  her  as  his  own  child,  believing  that  the 
change  would  be  of  benefit  to  her;  but  she  only  lived  a 
short  time,  —  teething,  in  her  delicate  state,  was  too  much 
for  the  frail  little  body,  and  she  sank  quietly  away. 

Two  of  the  present  inmates  of  the  Home  are  children  of 
parents  who,  when  the  children  were  brought  to  us,  were 
in  a  dying  condition  at  the  Consumptives’  Home.  Dr. 
Cullis  had  then  no  room  for  the  children,  and  where  they 
were  they  were  terribly  neglected.  When  we  took  them  in 
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the  parents  were  greatly  relieved,  knowing  that  their 
children  were  well  taken  care  of  until  Dr.  Cullis  could  re¬ 
ceive  them.  The  mother  has  since  died ;  but  the  father  is 
still  living,  and  seems  very  grateful  and  happy  when  the 
children  are  taken  to  see  him. 

The  attention  of  a  Bible  reader  was  called  by  a  police 
officer  to  a  suffering  family  in  South  Boston.  The  mother 
was  very  ill  and  very  poor,  the  father  a  drunkard,  and 
quite  unfit  and  unable  to  take  care  of  his  four  children. 
Three  of  these  were  brought  to  us.  The  mother  has  since 
died,  feeling  great  consolation  in  the  knowledge  of  the  good 
care  that  her  little  ones  were  receiving. 

Such  are  some  of  the  sad  cases,  but  happily  there  are 
many  bright  ones.  Tho  other  day  a  lady  called  at  the  Home, 
who  is  the  wife  of  one  of  our  well-known  business  men. 
She  left  with  our  Matron  a  large  donation,  expressing  her 
heartfelt  gratitude  for  what  the  Home  had  done  for  her, 
and  dwelling  upon  her  happy  recollections  of  it.  Twenty- 
eight  years  ago  this  lady  and  her  two  sisters  were  brought 
to  the  Home  to  remain  for  a  short  time  only,  but  the 
mother  died  suddenly,  and  the  father  having  deserted  his 
family,  the  children  were  left  on  our  hands.  We  were 
able  to  find  for  them  all  happy  homes,  where  they  were 
well  educated  and  carefully  brought  up. 

About  thirty  years  ago  a  child  was  brought  to  the  Home 
from  the  almshouse,  and  was  through  us  well  adopted.  The 
other  day  on  her  death-bed  she  sent  for  “Auntie  G-wynne,” 
told  her  that  her  marriage  had  been  an  unfortunate  one, 
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and  that  she  must  leave  her  children  destitute.  She  begged 
her  to  take  them  to  the  Home,  that  they  might  have  the 
care  that  she  received  there  so  many  years  ago. 

About  fifteen  years  ago  an  Englishman  came  to  this 
country  with  his  wife  and  four  children.  He  was  not 
successful  here,  and  during  his  wife’s  severe  illness  we  took 
care  of  the  children,  one  of  whom  was  deaf  and  dumb. 
After  seven  years  the  family  returned  to  England,  leaving 
in  our  charge  the  deaf  and  dumb  child,  there  being  at  that 
time  in  England  no  free  school  for  children  thus  afflicted. 
Tho  girl  was  then  ten  years  old,  and  only  able  to  make  one 
or  two  sounds.  We  placed  her  in  the  Northampton  school, 
where  she  remained  seven  years ;  and  when  she  returned 
she  was  able  to  talk  with  her  lips.  This  autumn  her 
mother  sent  her  money  to  return  home  as  a  steerage  pas¬ 
senger.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Alexander  we  were 
able  to  secure  a  berth  for  her  with  the  stewardess,  in  the 
first  cabin  of  a  Cunard  steamer,  and  she  has  now  safely 
reached  her  home.  A  lady  who  crossed  on  the  same  steamer 
writes  that  she  was  the  most  agreeable  and  interesting 
person  on  board. 

Very  often  physicians  send  to  ask  us  to  take  in  children 
whose  mothers  need  treatment  at  the  hospital  that  they 
cannot  receive  in  their  own  homes,  but  who  cannot  leave 
their  children.  Unless  we  have  contagious  disease  in  the 
house  we  always  take  these  children,  and  sometimes  keep 
them  for  months. 
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Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  managers  of  the  Young  Men’s 
Christian  Union  for  furnishing  visits  to  the  country  for 
the  children,  and  sending  carriages  to  take  them  to  drive 
during  the  past  year ;  and  also  to  the  visiting  physicians, 
who  have  generously  given  us  their  services  gratuitously 
during  the  year.
